Selectmen are down on 
Rec Park as youth center site

Selectman Gerald Silverman Monday 
night indicated he would not support build- 
ing a youth center at Recreation Park. He 
clarified his position after his board’s weekly 
meeting. 

“Rec Park won't fly. You can quote me on 
that. It won’t fly,” Mr. Silverman said. 

Two weeks ago Chairman Larry Larsen 
expressed similar sentiments when he asked 
Katie Brown and other members of the 
Youth Council if they would consider anoth- 
er location if it becomes clear that Rec Park 


is not a good site, or if they would give up the 
youth center idea. Brian Major, Council 
adviser, said the group will continue to look 
at alternative sites, and Dr. Larsen said after 
that meeting that, politically, the Rec Park 
site could have problems. 

“T think it’s going to be hard to sell the Rec 
Park site,” Dr, Larsen said.

Silverado 
moved to the current location, on 
the third floor of the Barnard 
Building at 10-16 Main St., in Jan- 
uary, 1992, adding locker rooms, 
showers and other services. It has 
since expanded to the second floor 
of the building, and now occupies 
more than 11,000 square feet. 

The owner of the Barnard 
Building, Tom Belhumeur, made 
arrangements to take control of 
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the business from Ms. Estabrook 
earlier this year after she ran into 
personal and financial problems. 

Silverado has about 950 mem- 
bers. Mr. Moses began looking at 
the business six weeks ago. After 
doing his homework on its finan- 
cial status, mangement and growth 
potential, he closed the deal. 

He had also looked at the staff. 

“We found out it was better 
than good. It was extraordinary,” 
he said. “The people who run 
this club right now are so good. I 
think it’s a great opportunity for 
Kristin.” 

“T will be in the club every 
day,” Ms. Moses said. “I’m just 
going to be added to the team,” 

“I’m a certified personal train- 


er as well, so I hope to do some of 


that too,” Ms. Moses said. 

“T didn’t buy this club for my 
daughter. I bought this club 
because it’s a good business,” 
Mr. Moses said. 

Mr. Moses said he will not be 
there too often. Walking through 
the club Wednesday he was apol- 
ogizing to everyone for intrud- 
ing. He is sensitive to the fact 
that women like the club because 
it is all women. 

“My involvement will be on 
the business side behind the 
scenes,” he said.

He played for the Red Sox 
three more seasons, capping his career here by 
making the All Star Team in 1970.

Town receives $2K 
grant for bike signs 


The town of Andover has been 
awarded a $2,000 grant to purchase 
bicycle route signs and bicycle cross- 
ing signs from the Governor’s High- 
way Safety Bureau. The town’s high- 
way division will soon install the signs 
along two routes that travel through 
sections of West Andover, Ballardvale 
and Harold Parker State Forest. 

Last year Massachusetts enacted a 
child bicycle helmet law, one of only 
eight states to do so. A few key provi- 
sions of this law include: 

* Children 12 and under who are 
operator of, or passengers on, a bicycle 
must wear a properly fitted and fas- 
tened helmet while riding on pubic 
ways and public property; 

* Children less than 1 year old may 


not ride as a passenger on any type of 


bicycle. 

* A bicycle “baby seat” is required 
for a child riding as a passenger 
between the age 1 and 4, or weighing 40 
pounds or less. 

One of the bicycle routes was pro- 
posed by the Andover Bicycle Commit- 
tee, which has worked hard to educate 
town residents about bicycle safety 
and bicycle routes throughout the com- 
munity. For more information about 
this committee, contact Jerry Sabath.

Poor St. - site of a proposed nine-unit 
condominium subdivision, Stone- 
bridge Condominiums — met last Mon- 
day night at Memorial Hall Library to 
discuss their concerns. 

The proposed plans add two wings 
to the existing home for a total of 13,000 
square feet on two floors. Each unit 
would have one garage and one park- 
ing space, with an additional four 
spaces for guests. 

“The town fathers should be sensi- 
tive to the fact that this is a real, his- 
toric home,” said Steve Leed, of 
William Street. 

Though part of the Shawsheen 
National Historic District register, the 
circa-1830 house has little protection 
from development. 

“The only kind of restrictions that 
exist are the local bylaws,” Karen Her- 
man, of the Andover Historical Com- 
mission, said Tuesday. “The only pro- 
tection is what Ballardvale did — (form) 
a historic district.” 

The commission will view the plans, 
she said. Should the development be 
approved, the commission would have 
the authority to delay demolition for 
up to six months, according to Peg 
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Hughes, of the Andover Historical 
Society. 

“The Historical Commission is very 
concerned about a ... development like 
this in Shawsheen,” said Ms. Herman. 
“We share the neighbors’ concerns.” 

Less than .5 acres in size, the site 
was rezoned for apartment use at 1984 
Town Meeting. The rezoning included 
the adjacent 12.5-acre property, 
Hunter’s Ridge, now the site of 27 con- 
dominium units.

Selectmen and anyone else interest- 
ed will have the opportunity this Sun- 
day to take a tour of 13 sites being con- 
sidered as possible locations for three 
new athletic fields in town. 

Peg Campbell, Department of Com- 
munity Services program coordinator, 
will lead the tour, starting at town 
offices at 1 p.m. Sunday, May 21. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
said Tuesday that the list of potential 
sites was not ready to be released to the 
public, despite the fact that a caller 
during the board’s call-in section of the 
meeting asked that the list be pub- 
lished in the Townsman. 

But one of the sites discussed was a 
piece of land on Osgood Street owned 
by Raytheon Corp. When the land in 
West Andover was rezoned for 
Raytheon back in the 1960s, an 
arrangement was made to have a piece 
of Raytheon property remain available 
for community use, according to Ms. 
Campbell. That is one of the sites now 


being considered for one or more 
fields. Other companies in town are 
also being contacted to see if any others 
may have land available for an athletic 
field. 

Ms. Campbell is coordinating the 
search for a home for the two new soc- 
cer fields and one new baseball field. 
After strong opposition to a proposal to 
level the woods behind South School to 
put the fields there, Ms. Campbell has 
taken a step back and begun a broad 
look at different locations. She told 
selectmen Monday night that she may 
find a place for all three fields, or it 
may be determined that one or two 
fields need to go one place, and the 
third would go in a different location. 

Ms. Campbell asked Steve Colyer, 
town planning director, for a list of cri- 
teria that should be considered for 
each site. She now wants to ask mem- 
bers of various boards, committees and 
town departments to comment on the 


sites regarding their own areas of 


expertise. Residents will also be asked

Stapezynski said Monday night the 
only requirement was that a public 
hearing had to be started within that 
time frame. That hearing could then be 
continued to a time beyond 90 days. 

But Ms. Campbell told selectmen 
that finding the best place for the fields 
is the only priority.

a deal for a piece of land in a different 
location. 

“TI don’t think they’ve come down on 
one way or another,” Mr. Stapezynski 
said. 

Mr. Downs also asked whether the 
undeveloped land between Memorial 
Auditorium and the senior center was 
still in control of the town. 

“That land is still available,” Mr. 
Stapezynski said, but added that it is 
an aesthetic-design issue as to whether 
that land should be developed. 

Whether for this expansion or a 
future school expansion, that land is 
eventually going to be developed, Mr. 
Downs said, indicating that that should 
not be an issue, 


Mr. Downs asked Mr. Stapezynski if 
he is the one charged with negotiating 
with the seniors. The town manager 
said he is, and that he is working close- 
ly with them. 

“As far as I’m concerned, Town 
Meeting passed that thing and that’s 
where they should be going,” Mr. 
Downs said of the expansion plan. 

The Town Meeting vote gave seniors 
the right to negotiate with the owners 
of the town offices building, which the 
town sold and now leases, for expand- 
ing into space on the second or third 
floor of the building, and/or putting an 
addition on the building. 

The upper floors of the building are 
currently occupied by the school 
administration and there has been talk

of the school providing another piece 
of land, possibly across the play fields, 
on Chestnut Court, for seniors to build 
on, rather than having the schools give 
up their current offices. 

But Ms. Bresnahan said two weeks 
ago that seniors are moving ahead 
with plans to expand the current facili- 
ty. “We are not looking at anything but 
the building we are in at this time,” she 
said.

installed in March and are now 
operational. 

According to Susan Stott, 
director of business services for 
Phillips Academy, and Mr. 
Emery, the goal is to. make Route 
28 two lanes all the way to keep 
traffic from accelerating through 
the campus. Currently, cars use 
the four-lane section as a passing 
zone and, according to Mr. 
Emery, end up “jockeying for 
position” as the road narrows 
back to two lanes. 


New signals will be installed 
at all three intersections — at 
Salem Street, Chapel Avenue 
and Wheeler Street — and the 
three lights will be synchronized 
to allow traffic to flow. 

Right-hand turn lanes will be 
maintained northbound at 
Salem and Wheeler streets.

Left hand turn lanes will 
be maintained southbound at 
Wheeler Street, Chapel Avenue 
and Salem Street. 

Two PA students were struck 
by a car last May as they 


attempted to cross the four lane 
section of road in front of the 
school. A northbound truck 
stopped to let them cross at 
Chapel Avenue, but a car in the 
second northbound travel lane, 
with its driver’s view blocked by 
the truck, struck and injured the 
girls. Both are back in school 
this year, Ms, Stott said. 


Selectman Barry Finegold 
said he had received calls from 
residents concerned with back- 
ups that the change would cause. 

The engineers said the turn- 
ing lanes and timed lights should 
maintain the same level of ser- 
vice as currently exists. 

Plans will be 75 percent com- 
plete in three weeks. A state pub- 
lic hearing on the project will be 
held in town in June or July, and 
bids for the work could go out by 
October. 

“We don’t expect construction 
to start until spring of 1996,” Mr.

“We're probably looking at 15 or 20 
new people per year based on the popu- 
lation growth,” said Mr. Neal. “Proba- 
bly no other department is as driven by 
population as this one is.” 
Educational beliefs 

In terms of his educational stance, 
Mr. Neal said he does not support 
expanding leveling into the elementary 
schools. 

“I believe in heterogeneously 
grouped instruction at the elementary 
level,” he said. “I don’t have a problem 
with a leveling of the math at the mid- 
dle school but I certainly would not 
support leveling other subjects at the 
middle school and I believe in hetero- 
geneous grouping of the elementary 
school.” 

Mr. Neal also offered limited sup- 
port to the idea of involuntary teacher 
transfers. 

“I think there are times when it is 
beneficial to have some transfer of 
teachers. I don’t think it’s appropriate 
to every year shuffle the deck,” he said. 
“| wouldn’t want to be in a position 
where I was told every year *X’ number 
of teachers had to move. 

“Again, | think it would be rather 
demoralizing to a staff and to a princi- 
pal if 1, as the superintendent, started 
plucking people out of the building that 
they had brought into the building and 
were building their school climate 
around,” he said.

Melissa Dearborn got straight A’s at 
Northern Essex Community College 
this semester, but the state Legislature 
may send her back to high school. 

Ms. Dearborn, a junior at Andover 
High School, is one of 786 Mas- 
sachusetts’ high-school students taking 
advantage of the state’s dual enroll- 
ment program this year, 

Under this program she and other 
high-school juniors and seniors are 
taking college courses to both fulfill 
their high-school requirements and to 
get a head start at college. 

“The High School kind of wasn’t giv- 
ing me what I needed,” said Ms. Dear- 
born, who was sometimes bored in 
class. “You have to work a lot harder 
(in the college classes), but it pays off 
in the end.” 

The question now is whether the 
state will pay to continue this program. 

Despite the program’s first-year suc- 
cess, in April the state House of Repre- 
sentatives dropped from its version of 
the state budget $500,000 earmarked for 
dual enrollment. Legislators said they 
made this and other educational cuts 
because they want to increase state 
assistance to communities for the Edu- 
cation Reform Act from $25 per student 
to $75. 

The dual enrollment cut will have 
the most impact on juniors like Ms. 
Dearborn, who is one of 102 students to 
take all her classes at a college. 

Students must have a 3.0 grade-point 
average and the recommendation of 
their school to join the program. Stu- 
dents or their families provide trans- 
portation and buy their own books, 
while the state picks up the cost of 
tuition. 

“If the funding doesn’t work I’m not 
going back to the High School. I’ve 
seen a different world and I’m not 
going back now,” said Ms. Dearborn.

“T have received so many comments 
from students, principals and guidance 
counselors just saying what a great 
program this is,” said Ms. Stone. “I 
have not heard any negative comments 
and I’ve been dealing with many, many 
guidance counselors, as you might 
imagine,” 

But one of the problems for support- 
ers of the program is that it is so new 
few people know much about it, said 
Ms. Dearborn. 

As a result people such as her moth- 
er, Sandy, of Brechin Terrace, are try- 
ing to drum up support by calling state 
senators, The Senate can save the pro- 
gram by placing it in its budget and 
forcing the issue into a bicameral bud- 
get committee. 

“I’ve called a few senators’ offices 
and they say, ‘How come you're calling 
us? You’re not even in our district,’ ” 
she said. 

John O’Brien, D-Andover, said, 
love the program,” but would not know 
if he would vote to include it in the 
budget until after the Senate budget 
presentation yesterday, Wednesday. 
Budget debate is expected to begin 
Monday. 

Sen. O’Brien said he didn’t know if 
the Senate would follow the House’s 
lead and place funds for dual enroll- 
ment in conflict with those for educa- 
tion-reform assistance to communities. 

It’s possible, he said, “They’ll say, 
‘Well, O’Brien, if you want to fund the 
minimum assistance, where are you 


going to find the money? 

If the state doesn’t decide to find 
money to fund this program, the Dear- 
borns intend to pay for Melissa to con- 
tinue at Northern Essex themselves. 

Fortunately, Andover High students 
have another option. According to 
Principal Tim Thomas, Merrimack 
College, a private school, pays the 
tuition for students who want to take 
classes there. Seven students did so 
this fall and three are doing so current- 
ly. 

But on a state-wide basis, the elimi- 
nation of state funding for dual enroll- 
ment creates serious equity issues, 
said Ms. Stone. Without state funding, 
the only people who will use the pro- 
gram are those who can afford it. 

Ms. Stone said elimination of the 
program will also place federal funding 
for projects such as the School-to-Work 
Initiative in jeopardy. 

“We will have to grapple to find 
where we can get a match to get federal 
money,” she said. “Dual enrollment 


was just a perfect fit.” 

Dual enrollment also provides stu- 
dents with a chance to take classes 
their high schools simply can’t offer. In 
recent years, the budget ax has struck 
many elective classes in Andover and 
elsewhere. Ms. Dearborn, for instance, 
is taking a CAD/CAM course at North- 
ern Essex, 

“It’s definitely given me what the 
High School couldn't,” she said. “I like 
going there. It’s given me the motiva- 
tion to go to school and to like it and to 
do well.” 

Ms. Dearborn, who attended her 
junior prom at AHS and who can join 
High School clubs, also said she doesn’t 
miss her former school on Shawsheen 
Road, 

“Not at all, I think I’m gaining a lot 
more than I could ever be missing,” 
she said. “I guess I never, ever thought 
I'd say I like school — but I really, really 
like school. You pick your classes, you 
pick where you want to go. It’s differ- 
ent.”

A presumptuous title 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am writing in frustration and 
disappointment with the “control- 
ling majority” of the Andover School 
Committee, regarding the superin- 
tendent election.

in our civil relations. This is uncharac- 
teristic of the Andover I have known 
and it is disturbing. I see the editor of 
the Townsman playing a major role in 
this transformation locally, but I feel it 
is also part of a cultural war of sorts 
playing itself out nationally as our 
country moves to more conservative 
values due to the demographics of an 
aging population and the reaction to 
the social breakdown of 40 years of 
well intended social programs that 
have had unexpected negative results.

This 
newspaper undignified itself through 
its subtle and not so subtle program to 
undermine Mr. Neal as a person and a 
professional to soften the ground for 
another selection. The highlighted 
piece broadcasting only his vote at 
town meeting on a zoning article of a 
School Committee member with all its 
obvious innuendo at a delicate time for 
him was ugly and not worthy of an 
award-winning community newspa- 
per. It will certainly have a chilling 
effect on other citizens in the future 


who wish to exercise their right to vote 
but may be temporarily in a delicate 
career or family situation.

one eye, watching for any sudden 
movements that might have made us 
part of the foodchain, 

We carefully got my mother down 
and safely into the Jeep, and much to 


my father’s relief, headed back to the 
lodge. We turned off the dirt track and 
onto the main road when we spotted a 
group of people, men and women and 
children, huddled around a campfire. 
They were dressed in the colorful 
clothes of the tribals which they were. 
The women carried bundles on their 
backs which, upon closer observation, 
turned out to be backpacks from which 
peeked rosy-cheeked plump little baby 
faces.

spending only 30 minutes touring the 
High School and asking questions of 
each superintendent candidate. 

I’m sitting here contemplating all 
that has gone on these past few weeks 
in “my home town.” I find it unbeliev- 
able. People should stop and listen to 
themselves. Madhu Sridhar, townwide 
PTO co-president, says, “We should 
empower these children.” Call me old- 
fashioned, but I think not.

PA neighbor objects to 
development plans 


Editor, Townsman 

To the Trustees of Phillips Academy: 
About a month ago, we were made 

aware of the potential for a variety of 
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subdivision development schemes for 
our immediate neighborhood, most of 
which involved land currently held by 
the academy. This land, originally 
acquired as a “buffer zone” to protect 
the institution’s western boundaries, 
has been deemed expendable (with lim- 
ited constraint) by the school’s gover- 
nance. 

With an endowment in excess of $250 
million, our conclusion is that the 
motive for this action is not financial. 
What, then, are we witnessing? Is this 
action the harbinger of things to come? 
Does this represent an underlying 
change in the fundamental philosophy 
of the academy? We are asking our- 
selves, what compelling rationale 
requires Phillips Academy to suddenly 
dispose of lands it has held for decades? 

The discussions with the school’s 
representatives to date have been char- 
acterized as deferential, oblique and 
disingenuous by the neighborhood. 
Because of the avowed timetable of the 
developer to file a preliminary subdivi- 
sion schematic with the town by mid- 
May, the neighborhood has elected to 
address its concerns directly to those 
who hold the ultimate fiduciary 
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responsibility for all actions of Phillips 


Academy, thereby holding out hope of 


an understanding and responsible dia- 
logue, absent so far in this undertak- 
ing. 

We see two signal issues and several 
that are of lesser importance as strate- 


gic arguments, but nonetheless, are of 


keen interest to the neighborhood. 

The first concern can be character- 
ized as environmental in nature. The 
land is generally made up of Boston 
glacial till aggregate and clay. Water 
runoff under existing conditions is 
troublesome. Often, an ancient 
streambed is activated, causing flood- 
ing on Abbot Street as it runs down 
grade from the higher ground targeted 
for this particular development. Sub- 
stantial wetlands are part of the pro- 
posed subdivision(s) and their distur- 
bance seems inevitable. The existing 
high water table can only be exacerbat- 
ed by the removal of grasses, trees and 
plant life which now keep some sem- 
blance of control in the rainy season. 
Taken in the cumulative, the neighbor- 
hood is convinced that substantial risk 
to itself is likely in the event the pro- 
posed development goes forward. 
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The second principal concern 
involves public safety. Timing is espe- 
cially relevant regarding this issue 
since Phillips Academy has successful- 
ly petitioned to have Main Street, 
Route 28, reduced from four to tWo 
lanes for the safety of its students. 
Then, without pause, plans to convert 
all this land into housing with their 2.5 
cars per family with a callous disre- 
gard for the safety of the neighborhood. 
The neighborhood notes the skill with 
which the academy has moved to pro- 
tect its students from traffic on Route 
28. This demonstrates the parallel con- 
cerns the neighborhood has concerning 
the development of lands held by the 
academy in its midst. In 1993, Abbot 
Street was “rototilled” and repaved. 
Since that time, the speedway it always 
was has been improved into a genuine 
autobahn. The additional load repre- 
sented by the proposed developments 
can only guarantee undue risk to those 
who must use this route on a daily 
basis and their children. The schemes 
dump traffic into either a curve ora 
“blind” street. It is the considered judg- 
ment of the neighborhood that such an 
additional load is both dangerous ard 
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vertebrae irritate nerves leading to the bladder. By correcting 
these subluxations and restoring proper nerve flow to the 

bladder, problems affecting this internal organ may be relieved

unacceptable. 

On these first two points, the 
neighborhood is of one mind — to 
oppose, by every means avail 
able, the consummation of the 
proposed development(s). The 
neighborhood would like to 
think the governance of Phillips 
Academy will take the high road 
and avoid a profracted and pub- 
lic condemnation of those 
schemes by those threatened 
with the consequences of their 
actualization for time immemo- 
rial, 

The last point is, arguably, 
not so much a legal question as it 
is a social, moral and ethical 
issue. If each trustee of Phillips 
Academy were to put himself or 
herself in the moccasins of those 
in the instant neighborhood, the 
issue quickly solidifies. 

We're talking about changing 
the historical character of the 
neighborhood. 

The academy itself provides 
us with the appropriate analogy, 
as found in the original thinking 
that led to the acquisition of the 
subject property in the first 
place. The rationale was to cre- 
ate a “land bank” to be held 
indefinitely as a barrier to devel- 


opment on the western front of 


the school. Over the years, all 
approaches to purchase lots held 
by the academy in this area were 
rebuffed. Indeed, until a month 
ago, the neighborhood held a 
common belief that the academy 
subscribed to the very issues 
identified in this letter and, 
therefore, had no plans to aban- 
don its holdings and social 
responsibilities. 
Consequently, the abrupt 
change of position by the 


school’s administration, operat- 


ing within the broad language of 


the trustee’s vote, as and is seen 
by the neighborhood as a repudi- 
ation of a long-standing de facto 
social contract with those living 
and raising their children in the 
environs of Phillips 
Academy/Abbot Street/Prides 
Circle. 

For these reasons, still in good 
faith, we neighbors are anticipat- 
ing Phillips Academy to hear 


and understand the other side of

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Two Andover residents were among four women injured in this head-on crash near 120 
Dascomb Road at 2 p.m. Thursday, May 11. Joan Sweeney, 46, of Whiffletree Circle, driv- 
er of the van at left, was taken to Holy Family Hospital with possible head, chest, hip and 
foot injuries. Kim McElfresh, 38, of Nob Hill Circle, a passenger in the van, was admitted 
to Lawrence General Hospital with a fractured left femur, and was listed in good condi- 
tion Tuesday. Dorothy Szuch, 48, of Weston, Conn., also a passenger in the van, was tak- 
en to Holy Family with facial and knee lacerations and pain in her back. She was treated 
and released, The driver of the second car, Wilhelmine H. Lorette, 60, of Tewksbury, was 
admitted to LGH with a possible concussion, a fractured right arm and chest pains. She 
was listed in good condition Tuesday. According to a report by Andover police officer 
Jack Milne, Ms. Lorette’s car was headed west on Dascomb Road when it drifted into the 
oncoming lane of traffic and struck Ms. Sweeney’s eastbound van. Officer Milne had not 
been able to talk with Ms. Lorette early this week and the accident remained under 
investigation. Emergency personnel from Andover and Tewksbury responded. 


Many thanks to Officer Milne - a true 
“gentle man” ~ as well as the EMTs of 
Andover and Tewksbury for their expertise 
in managing the rescue of four injured peo- 
ple simultaneously.

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Lloyd Willey can’t 
be silent 


Editor, Townsman: 

Some wise man once told me 
never to pick a fight with some- 
one who buys ink by the barrel. 
However, I can no longer remain 
silent in the face of your most 
recent character assassinations. 

Your declaration of the super- 
intendent search process as 
“bogus” because it did not give 
the result you wanted is not 
unexpected and is certainly in 
keeping with the selective news 
reporting of the Townsman. 
Based upon your characteriza- 
tion of the search process as 
“bogus,” the three full days I 
took off from work which sup- 
ports my family and the incredi- 
ble number of hours the entire 
committee spent on this process 
Was apparently for show. 

I assure you I cannot afford 
such luxury nor do I consider 
taking time away from my fami- 
ly to be justified to only establish 
an appearance, Your denigration 
of the search process has done a 
serious disservice to the town. 

On the night of the superin- 
tendent selection I presented a 
full 10-15 minute comprehensive 
review of why | voted for Mr. 
Neal. You chose not to report one 
word of the concerns I raised, 
particularly about Dr. Krewer 
(your apparent candidate), I not- 
ed that the largest school system 
he had ever had financial 
responsibility for was less the 
860 students. I further voiced 
concern that in his present town 
of Woodstock, Conn., they have 
been late in sending tax bills out 
for the last two years because, 
according to town officials, the 
people of the town would not 
pass the school budget. This rais- 
es some real questions about Dr. 
Krewer's ability to communicate 
effectively with townspeople oth- 
er than parents and students. 
Based upon the happenings in 
The need to communicate to all 


voting constituencies is vital. 

There is no question Dr. 
Krewer can communicate with 
students and parents as evidence 
by the popularity he developed 
in Andover after only interfac- 
ing with most persons singing 
his praise for less than one hour. 
However, I, and hopefully, all of 
the members of the School Com- 
mittee, saw the selection of a 
superintendent as more than a 
popularity contest. Parents and 
students giving their views of 
the candidates had not had the 
opportunity to review resumes, 
check references, visit sites, con- 
sider past accomplishments and 
failures as the School Committee 
has had. Most people of Andover 
were not aware of any of the 
above mentioned information 
concerning Dr. Krewer because 
of the selective reporting tech- 
niques practiced by the Towns- 
man. 

There were other concerns 
about Dr. Krewer as well that I 
enumerated the night of the 
selection and indeed there was a 


list of concerns given for each of 


the other candidates. However, 
the only concerns ever reported 
by the Townsman throughout 
the superintendent search pro- 
cess were those about Mr. Neal. 
As another example of selective 
reporting, I took the opportunity 
of the nominating speech to 
explain to the best of my ability 
the Dr. Sam Campbell issue. It 
was my effort to try to properly 
inform the parents of West Mid- 
dle School and the rest of the 
community how the situation 
likely reached its present status. 
Again, nothing was reported by 
the Townsman. Rather, letters to 
the editor concerning the com- 
mittee’s non-responsiveness 
were highlighted to serve the 
editor’s purpose. 

It is also interesting to note 
the absolute inaccuracy of the 
editorial itself. The editorial not- 
ed that the School Committee did 
not listen to anyone at the meet-

that spoke at the meeting all spoke in favor of 


Mr. Neal. 

I believe it is time the people of Andover 
were treated as intelligent, responsible 
adults capable of making an informed deci- 
sion when presented a balanced news report.

Objecting to Poor Street 
development plans 


Editor, Townsman: 

Recently I attended a hearing on the pro- 
posed nine-unit condominium development 
to be constructed near the center of Shaw- 
sheen Village at 66 Poor St. Despite the fact 
that no public announcement was made 
about the hearing, many Andover residents 
(50+) who found out about the hearing at the 
last minute through the grapevine showed 
up to learn more about the proposal and to 
express their concerns about it. Unfortunate- 
ly, absent from the hearing was the Tewks- 
bury developer, Gerard Welch, and the cur- 
rent owners and residents of the property, 
Jorge and Susan Schwarz. 

Had they been present, they would have 
witnessed the passion these attendees have 
for their neighborhood and the grave con- 
cern they expressed that yet another bogus 
project was potentially going up in Andover, 
right in their front yards. But presumably 
neither of the two parties proposing the con- 
struction of these condos are too concerned 
about such matters. 

Afterall, the out-of-town developer pre- 
sumably will make a pretty good “chunk of 
change” from the project, at no expense to 
the tranquility of his own neighborhood. 
And the residents of the Poor Street proper- 
ty, one of whom is a long-time Andover resi- 
dent, make off with a few bags of money to 
live in some other peaceful place, apparently 
unaware how they will have sold themselves 
out to a developer at the expense of their 
neighborhood and friends. It is amazing 
what greed can do to a person’s sense of what 
is right and what is wrong. 

I was also disheartened by the Planning 
Board’s near dismissal of one of the most 
important aspects of 66 Poor St. and that is 
its historical significance. This fine home, 
listed on the National Register of Historical 
Places, has an abundance of historical char- 
acter and charm, as does the entire neighbor- 
hood where it resides, But this appeared to 
bear little relevance from the board’s per- 
spective. I guess this should come as no sur- 
prise since this is the same board that 
opposed the Ballardvale Historic District 
warrant at the recent annual town meeting, 
a warrant whose ultimate goal was to pre- 
serve the historical character and signifi- 
cance of that center, Fortunately, 165 resi- 
dents or so were concerned enough to dis- 
agree with the board and the warrant was 
successfully passed. 

There are many negative factors associat- 
ed with this condo development, in addition 
to the fact that it pays little respect to histori- 
cal preservation, The impact on traffic, the 
potential sewage problems, the fact that nine 
units are to be crammed onto only 33,000 


square feet, the height of the pro- 
posed structures, and the lack of 
congruency with the existing his- 
toric neighborhood of single resi- 
dence homes, to name just a few. 

Don’t get me wrong, I do not 
oppose development in general. 
But if overall it has a significant 
negative impact on the neighbor- 
hood and the only justification 
for it is that a couple of individu- 
als want to get rich off it, then 
does it make sense to permit it? 

I feel sorry for the owners of 
66 Poor St. who apparently have 
no vision of the scar this project 
would have on Shawsheen Vil- 
lage. Hopefully, someone in the 
local government will listen to 
the overwhelming voices of the 
concerned citizens and prevent 
this scheme from becoming our 
nightmare.

way” location. Even 
SHED and the elders 
are seemingly dis- 
placed.

“What about the cen- 
ter of town?” New 
England’s history 
includes life revolv- 
ing around the “com- 
mons.” It is with this 
in mind that I pro 
pose the following 
changes — oh, that 
word is not a popular 
one, I know — to the 
town of Andover:

Not in the 
forest 


Editor, 
Townsman: 

In the next 60 days 
Andover’s selectmen 
will decide whether 
or not to level a for- 
est behind South 
School in order to 
put in two new soc- 
cer fields and a base- 
ball field. The fields 
are needed, but it is 


not necessary to 
place them behind 
South School. The 
land behind South 
School is an estab- 
lished forest — home 
of many very tall 
pines, red fox, pheas- 
ant and many other 
wild creatures. 
There are other sites 
in town, not current- 
ly in a wild state, 
that would provide 
good space for the 
new fields. 
Fortunately, a 
group of concerned 
citizens who live 
near the forest and 
know it well have 
been attempting to 
alert the community 
to the value of the 
forest and the need 
to choose a different 
site. Unfortunately, 
the selectmen mis- 
takenly believe that 
the opposition to 
placing the soccer 
fields behind South 
School derives from 
a “not in my back- 
yard” sentiment. 
This is simply not 
true. I live in the 
Bancroft School area 
and have two chil- 
dren who play soc- 
cer. I have gone to 
see the South School 
forest and it is not an 
appropriate place for 
ball fields. It is a 
beautiful, estab- 
lished eco-system 
with trees of compa- 
rable size and 
stature to those of 
the AVIS Goldsmith 
Woodlands. 
Whether we 
choose to destroy yet 
another piece of wild 
land on this planet or 


whether we choose 
to find spaces that 
are not currently in 
a wild state on which 
to build our soccer 
fields says a lot about 
who we are as a com- 
munity and what our 
values are. 

We have just cele- 
brated Earth Day 
here in Andover and, 
in fact, we have won- 
derful blue flags 
with an earth symbol 
flying from our flag 
poles downtown. In 
our schools we teach 
our children about 
the importance of 
saving the rain 
forests — how we are 
dependent on them 
for our very sur- 
vival. 

What do we teach 
our children outside 
the classroom? How 
do we explain to 
them and to our- 
selves a decision to 
level a large section 
of forest in our own 
community when 
there are alternative 
sites available? 

Is the reason for 
selection of this site 
that the forest 
behind South School 
is the least expensive 
alternative for soccer 
fields, from a mone- 
tary point of view? 

While short-term 
economic’ factors 
should certainly be 
considered in mak- 
ing a decision, we 
cannot allow mone- 
tary considerations 
alone to dictate what 
our choices will be, 
particularly where
